Su ppressed or arrested on e day for speedin g , for 
driv in g w ithou t lig hts or for ig n orin g sig n als an d 
other reg u lation s, the n ex t day an d forev er a ft­ 
erw ard they shou ld of their own sen se of de­ 
cen cy observ e reg u ation s th a t impose m oral as 
well as leg al restriction s. 
City an d state police shou ld be u pheld in the 
efforts they are m akin g to en force the road laws. 
Violators shou ld n ot on ly take pu n ishm en t, bu t 
they shou ld m en d their way s. There are driv ers 
who con sisten tly obey the laws w hether u n der 
observ ation or free from detection . These hav e 
the law abidin g habit, which is a life sav er. They 
observ e th e . crossin g sig n als a t three in the 
m orn in g , ev en if there is n o traffic.
